One of tim most successful of the men 
who httve come to Chicago from Rock 
county, engaging either iii business or 
the professions, is Dr. R. B. Treat, whose 
name was a household word in that coun­ 
try, aud that section of the State of Wis­ 
consin. He is a fair illustration of what 
a man may accomplish who turns his en­ 
ergies and nutive abilities into tho chan­ 
nel of his inclinations and fitness, and 
assidiously devotes himself to his chosen 
profession or avocation. 
Well, lie was 
born in western New York in 1821; was 
educated, mainly, in Indiana, and gradu­ 
ated iu medicine in the Cincinnati Col­ 
lege iu 1847,1 think; subsequently prac­ 
ticed in La Porte, Indiana, one year, 
when he located in Janesville, in 1848, 
and, as the people there well know, was 
a very successful praetioner for twenty- 
three years in the country about there for 
many miles, aud iu the city.

O. W. WALLIS. 
Comparatively few business men are 
actually successful rn these days of fluc­ 
tuation, strife and competition.

It should be not in connec­ 
tion to his credit, that his promotion 
was not through political or other influ­ 
ence, but on account of his merits as a 
soldier and officer. He was honorably 
discharged, and is ranked among the 
best soldiers Wisconsin ever seut out. 
In December 1865 he came to Chicago, 
and in tho spring of 1866 engaged with 
Cogswell A: Co. as traveling salesman; 
subsequently was admitted as partner in 
the known house of Cogswell, Weber & 
Co., now Cogswell, & Wallis, wholesale 
jewelers at 146 State street. Ho is an­ 
other of the many who have come to 
Chicago from Rock county and succeed­ 
ed in a reputation and standing as an

HON. WM. L. MITCHELL. 
Among Hie most widely known men in 
Janesville and that section of the State, 
is perhaps Dr. Mitchell. He is one of the 
old settlers, as the G a z e t t e knows better 
than I do. The family went there from 
Malone county, New York, in 1846. Tile 
Hon. Wm. L. Mitchell, a son, is now in 
Chicago, aud has been here several years 
engaged in the practice of law—mainly 
admiralty or maritime law. He is well 
known there also; was a war Democrat 
as was Matt Carpenter—both taking a 
stand in favor of the Union about the 
same time. Mr. Mitchell was active in 
urging enlistments and 
made 
many 
speeches in that vicinity to that effect, 
us will be remembered, also. He is now 
about fifty years old; came to Chicago in 
1866 and secured a large and lucrative 
practice in the admiralty courts, and at­ 
tained to a position in tliis practice among 
tile best aud most successful—indeed, 
was regarded as one of the very few who 
stood at the head of the profession in this 
specialty.

He lost largely in the “great 
fire,” and .as a result of the tire aud the 
succeeding panic, this class of business 
declined to a degree that mode it of little 
consequence, and Mr. Mitchell has since 
been engaged in general practice, waiting 
for a revival of that business, which 
seems near at baud, when he will re-en­ 
gage in that practice in which he was so 
successful aud for which he is so well 
adapted.

The farmer generally con­ 
trives to reach the place on the Sunday 
before, when he visits the shops and 
makes his purchases for the next threo 
months, also securing a market for his 
own products. The church being usual­ 
ly too small to accommodate the great 
mass of worshipers, a large number of 
them are usually seen waiting their turn 
to enter and receive the sacrament. 
Around the church are hundreds of oxen 
wagons, standing in long rows, making 
a highly picturesque impression, es­ 
pecially at evening, when the white cov­ 
erings reflect the glow of the camp-fires, 
and the music of solemn hymns re­ 
sounds in the air. 
The Boers arc strictly religious. Light 
reading and even newspapers are sel­ 
dom seen on the farms. The Bible is 
read more than anything else, and the 
people are fond of comparing themselves 
with Israel in the desert. 
So grave are 
the Boers that some of them have been 
known, while in the fullness of their 
manhood, to make their own coffins and 
keep them in their houses as a constant 
reminder of their mortality. There is a 
sect among them called the 44 Hoppers,” j 
resembling the Methodists in their re­ 
ligious principles and the Quakers in 
their garb. The Puritanism of the Boers 
is not the cloak of hypocrisy, but is the 
result of their isolation upon their lonely 
farms, and the influence of the solemn 
aspect of the surrounding nature upon

Anothony Trollope, in his work on 
South Africa, gives an account of the 
curious customs of courtship prevailing 
am ongthe Boers. 
The young Boer, 
nays Mr. Trollope, who thinks that he 
wants a wife, ana has made up his mind 
to look for one, begins by riding round 
the country to Ana the article that will 
suit him. On this occasion he does not 
trouble himself with the hard work of 
courtship, but merely sees what there is 
within the circle to which he extends his 
inspection. He will have dressed him­ 
self with more than ordinary care, so 
that any impression which it may make 
may be favorable, and it is probable 
that the young ladies in the district know 
what he is about. 
But when lie has 
made his choice, then he puts on his 
very best and cleans his saddle or bor­ 
rows a new’ one, and sticks a feather in 
his cap, and goes forth determined to 
carry his purpose. 
He takes with him 
a bottle of sugar-plums—an article in 
great favor among the Boers and to be 
purchased at every store, with w hich to 
soften the heart of the mother—and a 
candle. Everything depends uj»on the 
candle. It should be of wTax, or some 
wax-like composition; but tallow will 
suffice if the proposed bride be not of 
very high standing. 
Arrived at the 
door,- he enters, and his purj>ose is 
known at once. The clean trousers and 
the feather declare it; and the sugar- 
lums which are immediately brought 
I'orth—and always consumed—leave not 
a shadow of doubt. Then the candle is 
at once offered to the young lad}*. 
If 
she refuse it,which my informant seemed 
to think was unusual, then the swrain 
Cs on without remonstrating and of- 
i it to the next lady upon his list. If 
she take it, then the candle is lighted, 
and the mother retires, sticking a pin

Among all the fruits that have been 
bestowed upon man, the strawberry 
stands first, or queen of the list. Other 
fruits have their peculiar merits, and 
each, in turn, claims our attention. 
This delicious fruit, coming at a time 
when there is no other and when every 
one has a natural craving for something 
of the kind, is especially welcome. 
It 
stimulates the appetite, thus promoting 
health, and preventing sickness, and 
perhaps being guilty of causing a lean 
streak in the doctor’s purse. One of its 
great merits is its certainty. 
People 
sometimes imagine that if we have a 
dry time in May or a heavy frost late in 
spring there will be no strawberries; 
but wre have the promise of seed time 
and harvest—and for the last twelve 
years the crop of straw berries in this 
section has not failed on account of 
drouth or late frost. 
It has been less­ 
ened sometimes, but never entirely cut 
off. 
If there is any crop, even grass, 
more sure than the strawberry, I can 
not think of it. 
Another of its recom­ 
mendations is its universality. 
It flour­ 
ishes from Hudson’s Bay to the Gulf of 
Mexico, from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
On the stony hills of New’ England and 
the sandy soil near the sea coast from 
Long Island to Florida, and on tho 
black prairie soil of the West, in Cana­ 
da, in the South anil in all the Pacific 
States—it grows spontaneously, and 
with cultivation. 
It W’ill thrive wher­ 
ever civilized man makes his home. 
Still another merit of the strawberry 
is its cheapness. A small piece of ground 
and a little time and attention will pro­ 
vide a liberal supply for a family 
throughout the season. But perhaps its 
chief attraction, after all, is the pleasure 
that attends its cultivation and use from 
first to last. There is a sort of fascina­ 
tion connected with it that is delightful 
to experience. Setting out the plants, 
knowing that in a few months they will 
yield so abundantly; cutting off the run­ 
ners, with the assurance that every one 
stopped means more nourishment stored 
up in the crown for the production of 
fruit; covering in winter to protect tho 
roots from being broken and wrenched 
by frost; removing tho winter coverin

Land be­ 
ing very dear in the Cape Colon}*, and 
scarcely affording pasturage for the 
cattle there owned, it has become the 
custom for the Dutch farmer to send 
one or more of his sons to those regions 
where real estate can be bought com­ 
paratively cheap. To purchase land is 
the great passion of the Boer. Farms 
of 6,000 to £,000 acres are the rule, and 
there are some farmers tho area of whose 
land is equal to that of a little German 
principality. Next to the land the cat­ 
tle constitute the chief wealth of the 
Bows—great, long-horned neat herds, 
together with mermo sheep and Angora 
goats. The first business of the farm­ 
er’s 
day is the inspection of the 
4<kraale,” or corrals, large inclosures of 
thorn hedges, or, with the wealthy 
Boers, stone walls, where the cattle are 
kept over night, there being no cattle 
sheds In South Africa. The darky who 
watches cattle through the day Is a , 
striking-looking figure, dressed in sheep 
or goat-skin, and a wornout English, 
French or German military uniform, 
these uniforms being sent to South Af­ 
rica by the hundred bv old-clothes deal­ 
ers. Owing to tho slight rainfall, only 
such farms are fit for agriculture as are 
situated near tho rivers and convenient 
for irrigation. 
The farmer is also 
planned by locust swarms, hail, and rust 
in his grain. But the productiveness of 
the country is increasing, and in tho 
last fifteen years Hie exports have near­ 
ly tripled in value. 
Tho raising of 
ostriches for their feathers has become 
a considerable industry. 
The so-called 44 nacntinaals ” form a 
characteristic feature of Boer life. Tho 
principal religion is the Dutch Re­ 
formed Church. Every three months a 
special Sunday is set apart for the com­ 
munion of the Lord’s supper. 
From 
great distances the Boers astream into 
th e44 Dor])” or chief place of the re­ 
gion, for the celebration of the festival. 
The 44 cart”—the principal vehicle of 
the country, a sort of box hung between 
two high wheels—not being large enough 
for the numerous family, the great ox- 
wagon is drawn into requisition, drawn 
by a large number of draught animals; 
the wife and daughters aud younger 


and seeing the plants start into growt 
—all this Is delightful. But to watch tho 
fruit as it increases in 9izc and ripens is 
the crowning pleasure of all. 
Few crops will compare with the straw­ 
berry in profit. An acre of land that 
will raise from fifty to seventy-five 
bushels of corn will, with tho proper at­ 
tention, grow from one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred and fifty bushels of 
strawberries. 
In naming the characteristics of the 
perfect strawberry, five points arc to be 
considered: 
I. Vigor and hardiness. 
2. Productiveness. 
3. Size. 
4. Ap­ 
pearance. 5. Quality. 
For field culture, plow and subsoil tho 
ground in the fall to the depth of fifteen 
to eighteen inches; set tho plants in the 
spring, as early as the ground can be 
worked and thoroughly prepared; mark 
off the rows with shallow marker three 
and a half feet apart, and set the plants 
twenty inches apart in the row, with all 
strong glowing varieties; set as deep 
as possible, so that the crowns are not 
covered, leaving the plants a little be­ 
low the surface. Cultivate thoroughly, 
keeping all weeds and grass down with 
cultivator and hoc. As soon as the run­ 
ners make their appearance turn them 
into the space between the plants in the 
row so as to form a matted row fifteen 
to eighteen inches wide. Keep all the 
bloom cut off the first season, as this 
will very materially increase the first 
crop of fruit. As soon as the ground 
freezes hard cover your beds from one 
to two inches w ith clean wheat straw. 
As soon as spring opens remove tho 
straw from over the plants, and place it 
in the space between the rows; this 
keeps the ground moist and the weeds 
down. As soon as the fruit is all gath­ 
ered remove the straw, and plow and 
work thoroughly—same as first season. 
It is a good plan to set new buds ev­ 
ery spring, and after the third season 
plow up one, and so on. Another good 
plan of renewal is, as soon as fruiting is 
over, to take a small turning plow and 
ran on each side of the rows, cutting 
them dow*n to ten or twelve inches wide, 
and then chop out the plants, where too 
thick, a foot or so wide, at short inter­ 
vals, in the rows. 
If one expects to make strawbeny 
coiture a success, and at the same time 
a paying business, seven conditions are 
essential and necessary: Right kind of 
soil; proper preparation of the same; 
strong and vigorous plants; clean and 
thorough cultivation; winter protection; 
summer picking; careful picking and 
handling. 
These 
strictly complied 
with, a yearly crop of strawberries is as 
certain as a crop of any kind of grain, 
and fills the pocket with greenbacks 
much faster. The past season’s crop in 
this vicinity was about an average one. 
Brices very* good. Nice, well-handled 
strawberries will always bring a good 
price in this market. Not mu en danger 
of glut, as it takes a little more labor 
and closer attention than most fruit­ 
growers arc willing to give them.— W. 
M. Hopkins, in Rural World.

w ards held a m eeting and resolved to 
open a kindling wood yard, like those 
in Boston and Providence, where men 
who apply for help are sent aud given 
work untU they proved w hether they 
deserved further assistance 
or not. 
House No. 1722 and a large yard in the 
rear were leased, and six weeks ago the 
first kindling wood was cut in the place. 
The yard has been in operation six 
weeks, aud has proved more successful 
in every way than the most sanguine of 
Its m anagers dared hope for when tile 
scheme was first broached. 
Not only 
has tho yard been self-supporting from 
the 
first 
week, 
but tho 
money 
borrowed to begin operations with was 
paid back some tim e ago, and the m an­ 
agers are now contem plating numerous 
im provements. 
Dr. Jefferis, the Super­ 
intendent, has thus far m anaged this 
new departure in charity with great 
success, aud as he takes a warm interest 
in work of this kind the future of the 
"T ram pfl’ w oodyard," as people in the 
neighborhood of Seventeenth and Lom­ 
bard streets call it, is veiy bright. Dur­ 
ing the six weeks of its existence no 
less than sixty-seven men who applied 
for help were sent to the yard. 
Of that 
num ber twenty-two did not put in an 
appearance at tho wood-pile, twenty- 
two others refused to go to work after 
they visited the place, and eight who 
did begin work were dismissed for 
drunkenness. The fact that only fifteen 
out of sixty-seven applicants tor em ­ 
ploym ent were willing to go to work 
when It was given them convinced the 
m anagers that the tram p elem ent was 
even g reater among the applicants for 
help than is genersdly supposed. 
Each man is allowed to saw a quarter 
of a cord of wood a day, and for that 
amount of work he receives fifty cents 
in cash or, if the laborer wishes it, an 
order for food and lodgingat the indus­ 
trial home, on Catherine street, but this 
institution is not connected with the 
wood yard in any way. Dr. Jefteris 
says the managers do not intend to fur­ 
nish steady work at the yard for the 
men who are sent there. The object is 
to select the deserving from the unde­ 
serving cases, and allow the former to 
make enough to live until the managers 
find them permanent situations. 
Good 
situations have already been

I five of the fifteen men who went to 
work earnestly, and efforts are now be­ 
ing made to place the other ten in regu­ 
lar positions.

These books show that VV. H. Brown 
worked fourteen years for one railroad 
eomnany, got tired, quit, idled a year; 
concluding to resume work, visited the 
wood pile, when he changed his mind 
and resolved not to do anything until 
he finds a position where labor will be 
light and the remuneration handsome. 
John Day worked thirty years for one 
man and then a spirit of idleness came 
over him and for two or three years he 
has done almost nothing. He drinks 
and doesn’t like to push a saw through 
f)ine wood even if he does make an 
lonest^ living-by it— It took Lewis 
Ncvin twenty-one years to find out that 
he didn’t like his employer and that his 
wages as a shoemaker would not allow 
him to live like a Rothschild.

borrowed them from him. 
Do you re­ 
member about a negro beiug killed there 
about ten years ago? He was shot while 
trying to break into a house one night. 
Well, they’re his hones. 
Yes, sir, that’s 
what they say. They’re his.” 
This hint caused a hunting up of tho 
facts as to how these bones had thus 
been made to travel after all Ufo had left 
them. Nearly all of those now living 
here remember or have heard about the 
negro being shot by Mr. Watt, as a 
burglar, he being just crawling into the 
house over the roof of the woodshed 
as Watt discovered him, aud tired at him, 
sending a pistol ball through lits breast, 
killing him him instantly.

For some time a plan bas been talked 
over and dreamed over for having a 
working team from No. 14 I. O. O. F. go 
to Milton to go through the new work, 
as it is called, with the members of the 
lodge there.
